he shall ever bo able to pay them ; th 
book-keeper makes false entries, th 
cashier appropriates the cash; the fisca 
officer lives off the public money ; th 
Cabinet Minister sells sutlerships, th 
Congressman cadctships. The rosu 
of extravagance is not merely financia 
ruin—that were only a blight loss—bu 
it is moral ruin, in the shape of a wide 
spread dishonesty, a loss which oa 
never be repaired. We have been ex 
travagnnt, so extravagant that wo neo 
not be shocked if "the sad revelations o 
tho past are merely the introduction to 
a sadder future , but wt> may rest assui 
cd that there is no hope for our bus 
ness prosperity or for our social mora 
ity until we moderate our scale of ti 
tng, and learn the hard lesson of spent 
ing only what wo can afford to spend.
